There is no law to protect a man. His property, if he has any. 
will demand and receive instant jirotection. Tlic one sure way to ^ 
fell is to commit a crime The man or the woman committing it will 
then be ‘‘|»rotecte<l"—will ri'ceive live protection of a jail. 

Our laws provide for the feeiling of criminals, but they do‘net 
provide foi the' feeding of the children who go to scliool hungry. And 
these children when thev grow up. usually must face fhe same fate 
as their jvareiits. Tl.e rule is that the laborer's children also tieconn; la¬ 
borers. For no matter how talented they may he, the poverty of the 
parents (and sometimes tlveir ignorance) will deny the children the 
right of eiltication. They must "heljv the family. In the southern 
states even now there arc many thousands of white children wlw are 
bread-winners before thev reach their teens. TIvese white chijdren 
never know the Joys of real childhood. We say "white children,” be¬ 
cause the negroes will not send their children to factories. TJicy have 
too much sense. 

• • • 

But if we look closer, there are all the elements at hand to make 
a comparative heaven out of this hell llterc are all the things that 
laborers need in all countries and^ in plenty. Especially is this the 
case in .America. • 

And it is in his—the worker's—hands to do the work. He pro¬ 
duces the bread now. and makes the ovens that hake it. The wheat 
and wool and leather and steel arc abundant, or may be produced. 
The workmen know how and where to produce. It is llicir skill that 
has made the machines so ntighly ami marvelous. It is their patient 
use of them that fills, the storehouses of commerce with the wealth of 
the nations. 

• • • 

And the terms of the workingmen's cmidoyment are forced upon 
him lovlay. It is ridiculous to talk of freedom of contract between 
workman and empkvver. As a rule, the workman miul consent He 
must work or starve. If he refuses the terms of his master's bargain, 
others more hungry and desperate than he stand ready to fill the gap. 

The empkvver sjveaks as if he were conferring a blessing when 
he "gives" cmpiovment. Yet he is not “giving work” for Qvristian 
charity. Indee<l,'he cannot give envployment unless he thereby is to 
make a profit from the capital which he invests in the business. If 
he does not look out for that, he will soon cease to be an employer. 

He is interested in the worker, because he has something to sell 
which the employer wants, and that is the workman's labor power. 
This the capitalist wants to buy, and does buy at the cheapest possible 
rate. And this price is fixed today by the competition among work¬ 
men, except for the slight difference the trades unions have gained for 
organized laboring men. 

• • • 

If the workman were a slave literally, he would be cared fdr 
when sick, fed when hunCTy and sheltered' when cold. It is true, the 
master did beat the black slave in order to make him work- But the 
black slave represented prt^rty—he w-as worth from a $i,ooo to 
$i,5(X>—and he was appreciated accordingly. Now the beatings the 
white workman gets come from sickness and hunger and cold and 
the threat of su^ring for the dear ones. He is not "property,” so 
he is not cared for even as much as a horse or a valuable dog. 

He is only a "hired man,” and when he has done his work and 
received his pay, all connection between him and his quondam master 
are severed. 

He is then "free" to starve.

Even now 
there are some who feel that Judge 
Neelen, who is disposing ol Ju¬ 
venile cases in two half-Jays each 
week, could continue to do so for 
another tw'O years without an seri¬ 
ous inconvenience to the judge.

Over fifty per cent of the wealth of the country—not 
counting city real estate—Is owned in corporate form. The trust 
property akme is capitalized at twenty-nine billion dollars.

to Iniv shares of stock. Wlien they 
liecoine stockholders they will rob 
themselves with one liand and divi¬ 
dend tlH.ira.selves with the other. 

.■\s .stockholders tlicv will be in 
favor of putting wages down, of 
extending hours, .md of breaking 
tijt the unions. 

They will want to pile up divi¬ 
dends, and in order lo pile up divi¬ 
dends, they will declare war on la¬ 
bor agitators. 

Inciclentalty they will learn to lie- 
licve in big dividends. They will 
have no objection to the Standard 
(hi making eighty-four-per cent a 
year on its capital stock. On I'nc 
contrary, they will begin to Itopc 
for two hundred per cent, so tliat 
every dollar that works will cam 
two dollars B year. 

It is a bright scheme, and ought 
to help in the campaign of breaking 
up tile tiiiions and impoverishing 
the workmen.

The 
law pUccrl Ihc burden of rcsjxinsi- 
liilitv on him .aiul hehl that he lad 
assumed the risk. Any ein|>loye 
knowing of a defect and of the 
danger to him of using or working 
near such defect was hchl in law 
to have assumed the risk should he 
lx- injnreil. 

I'ellow-Sservant law. 

Xnother law. r(|nally as harsh 
and nninst is the one relating to 
fellow-servants. Should a fireman 
tie injured by rcasiin of the care¬ 
less and negligoit act of an en¬ 
gineer. eondnetor or some other 
trainman, he could mit recover 
'lainage* for personal injuries be¬ 
cause it W.1S Ihe act of a fcllow- 
-ervant ami not of Ihc master. Tliis 
is .still the law in nearly forty 
states I might also mention 
llw- of many states ht.il per¬ 
mit our wages to Ixi made 
-■nhjtsrt to seizure in garnishment 
nroccerhiigs. of laws hohling 
ns guilty of negligent hAmiride in 
1 missing acciilcnts and the like, and 
of nanv other unjust and dis¬ 
criminating laws, hill enough has 
licen slated to sIhiw how prr.it are 
onr legislative interests and to sug¬ 
gest that we should become active 
at vnee. 

Tlie Gamc-hce Graft. 

The most satisfactory law that 
was ever marie for grafters that 
prey on railroad employes is the 
ga.iiishee law. It is a Law that has 
mined nany a happy liome. It lia.s 
been the cmne f/f many good, lipn- 
e-t men being Ihrowai out of em- 
ploymcnL 

It matters not how good a job a 
man may have, or las hail, he is 
'ikely to get into straiglneiierl cir- 
eumstances sometime, and if he is 
unlorlunate enough to owe a per¬ 
son any small or large bill and can¬ 
not jiay it. the first thing the credi¬ 
tor thinks about i.s the mighty gar¬ 
nishee law. not caring whether his

WHY THIS PERSECUTIONT ! 

To tlie Hf.K.Il.P: Wlirnes'crj 
tile citv's health oflieer enforce* 
any reasonable provision. calciiUteil 
III protect the public health, every 
|iulilu''S)iiritcd citizen tacitly ciini- 
incnds and approve.* such action; 
but when the health officer re.sorts 
to an arhilrary ciiforeing of a law, 
under the pretext of protecting the 
health of the public. Inn in reality 
for the purpose of venting sqiile, 
malice, or revenge iijxin a (lass of 
citizens wIk) happen to cnlerlain 
ideas and o|iini(ms antagonistic to 
his own. such action .should meet 
with well-merited public scorn and 
cuudrmnaikin. The first and fore¬ 
most qualification tlie (Hiblic has a 
right to demand of it* servants is 
the ability to diflferenliatr Jietwern 
persoiialiiie* and prinrqilr* in tlie 
administration of their official duties. 

Recently the health department 
promulgated an order to the schixtl 
dqianment, demanding the cxciu- 
sion of all unvacciiiated pupils from 
the North Side High scUjoI, hecaiise 
a pupil of said school was rqxirt- 
ed sick with an infectiou* di.*casc. 
The healtli department, uml'iubtcil- 
ly, liases its anion on a law en¬ 
acted by Hie last legislature, .stipu¬ 
lating that in case of a local cjii- 
demic. all unvaccinateil pupils shall 
be excluiied from attending scliool 
for a period of 25 ilays. The con¬ 
stitutionality of this law is not ques¬ 
tioned licre, although even a lay¬ 
man could show to tlie satisfaction 
of an iinprejmliccil court t'ut said 
law contravenes the riglils guar¬ 
anteed every citizen by the Bill of 
Rights in our stale constitution. 

The (lurpose of this communica¬ 
tion is to expose the erroneous in- 
tcqiretation of the law, on the part 
of the health d^rtmmt, the un¬ 
just discrimination in Hs enforce¬ 
ment, and the apiarent Lack of sin¬ 
cerity and slialiow pretence the 
health department displays while 
enforcing it 

By this order to the school de¬ 
partment a large number of pupils 
(nearly one hundred) liave bmi 
forced out of the North Side High 
school, at a time of the year wlien 
their enforced aliscnce will cause 
(hem to lose the credits earned dur¬ 
ing tlic previous semester—a loss 
tliat to many means termination of 
their scoe! day.*, taifinishcd a.* their 
education is; while to otlicr* it 
means loss of valuable time to 
which they arc subjected liecause 
their parent* ilo not agree with the 
health official regarding the value 
of a su|ierstitinn. 

In the first place, the health de- 
{lartmcnt is in error in supposing 
that a \-accinatcd person would not 
iie affected by contagion in titc 
same wky a. an unvaccinalcd per¬ 
son, and in tlie srcorul place, tlic 
lieallh Jqartmcnt is exerciiing tm- 
jii.*t discrimiiiatii n while carrying 
out the duties of the <lq>artment. 
Eitlief the pupils of the said school 
have been exposed to contagion, or 
they have not; if they Iiavc been 
exposeil all fufth should have hi en 


i}tsariutlineJ for the required time; 
hut if they have not liecn cx|K>scd 
to contagion, why should a fart of 
them be excluded? Certainly, a 
vaccinatcil |)cr.*on who has been cx- 
IKwetl to contagion is just as ef¬ 
fective an agent for spreading the 
tiiseasc as an unvacciiiated one. 
Kurtliermoiif the excluded jntpils 
are a menace to the vaccinaleti pu- 
ImIs of their school, why permit 
tliem to run at large, visit other 
scliool*. Stores, etc., where they 
will endanger even more people 
than they iitnild by attending their 
own schixil? 

If the health dqiartment is truly 
solicitous for the liealth 'of the 
public, and it has tlie evidence that 
the pupils of the North Side High 
rchool liavc teen exposed to con- 
lagicni, then all persons riqxised, 
teachers and pupils, should be 
quaranlinrd for. the required time, 
’rhe fact that oitly the anfarrmalfd 
fufUs .arc exclinlH is evidence that 
the health officer is simpiv trying 
to make it itnromfurtable for those 
wlio differ with him regarding the 
iralue of a verj' questionable prac¬ 
tice. otherwise be would not ex¬ 
empt some, who are just as liaMe 
to disteininale contagion as the uii- 
raccinated. “Consistency is a 
jewel" that would grace the crown 
even of a “health official.” 

The enforcement of the bw 
should have a nobler purpose than 
the wreaking of vengeance, spite or 
matiee: if tm better reasons prevail, 
tile law in reality does not amly, 
and diould not be invoked. o.
